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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Amendment and response filed by applicants dated Jan. 27, 2009 have been entered and 
considered carefully. 

Claims 1-8, 13-16 have been canceled. New claims 17-78 have been added. 
Claims 9-12, 17-78 are pending. 

2. Reason for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicants have amended the claims to be limited to compounds having at least a 
different ring, i.e. l,2,4,5-2-oxo-tetrahydro-l,3,benzodiazepinyl ring, a different 
substation pattern and/or a different linker from the prior art ring compounds herefore 
modification of the prior art compounds with multiple non-obvious feature in ring 
system, substitution pattern and/or linker have obviated the prima facie case of 
obviousness rejection as well as the obviousness type double patenting over the Rudolf et 
al. '499 patent. Applicants further provided current information on the copending claims 
which all have a later filing date then the instant application. Therefore, based on MPEP 
§804 this first application is allowed. Claims 9-12, 17-78 are allowed. 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
